The Rev. Dr. Hermann ADLER in responding referred to the valuable services rendered 
to the Borough Jewish Schools by the Rev. S. Singer. His unflagging zeal and untiring ex- 
ertions, which he was gratified to see had been so warmly acknowle’ged, were not contined 
solely to that institution, The Jewish clergy numbered among them many earnest workers 
in the cause of education. Unfortunately their band, which was little enough, had been 
narrowed. They all missed on this occasion the genial presence of the late Rev. Mr. Green 
and his witty speech. Mrs. Green had mentioned to bim the other day that the valuable 
library which had been left by her late husband would be handed over to the Council of the 
Jews’ College for the benefit of the community at large. (Ifear.) They were a'l anxious to 
hear the speech of their excellent Chairmiun, and he woud not detain them ve ry long. 
But he hoped he would be permitted to allude toa Bill, on which he might with some 
assurance express an opinion, which had lately passed through two eritical stages in the 
House of Lords. He referred to the Marmage with a Deceased Wife’s Sister Bill. 
There appeared to be a good deal of misconception on the part of noble lords that the 
Rabbins prohibited these marriages. ‘This was not the case, as such marriagcs had 
always been permitted among the Jews. Ie trusted that the Chairman would use all his 
power in the House of Commons to support the.measure. It would be paying a further 
tribute to our sacred Law, the Law which ‘it was our privilege to hold and to teach, 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Isnarn Davis said he had been requested to propose the toast, ‘¢ The Corporation 
of the City of London,”’ a distinguished member of whic was present that evening. But 
there were present the representatives of two great cities—Mr. Ald)rman Aaron Isaacs, 
who gave additional lustre to the great Corporation of which he was so distinguished a 
member, and Dr. Richardson, the representative of the City of Hygeia, the City of Health 
(Hlear.) The City of London had always been the foremost champion in the cause of 
eivil and religious liberty. There was an Aaron once who was the spokesman of the 
the great Lawgiver. ‘There is an Aaron now who is the spokesman of his fe!low Citizens, 
and a leader ot men in all works of great public utility. The connection of Mr, Alderman 
Jsaacs with the City of London had been most honourable to both of them. He 10! 
only interested himself in matters in which Jews alone are concerned, but in questions 
which affected the whole of his fellow citizens. He coupled with the toast the name ot 
Mr. Alderman Isaacs. (App'ause.) | 

Mr. Alderman Isaacs said he responded with a great deal of satisfaction to the toast, 
as he thought it an honour to be a magistrate of the great City of London. ‘This was an 
age of experiments, and there was a desire cn the part of the Government t> make an 
experiment. with regard to the Corporation of the City of London, which, if carried out, 
he did not for a moment doubt would end in signal failure. Once throw over that ancient 
Corporanion and it would never be redeemed. He had no hesitation in saving that the 
Jews owed a great-debt to the City of London. It had been ever foremost in the cause of 
education, and it was at the great City ot Londow School where the proposer of this toast, 
who was an honour to his profession, received his education, and he maintained that if it 
had done nothing more, that service alone demanded for it the sympathy and support of 
the Jewish Community. _ He was proud of the position he occupied because he was proud 
of being a Jew. He had some time ago'expressed the opinion, and he would repeat it, 
that actions of Jewish public men reflect entirely on the whole community for good or 
evil. He thanked them for the toast. | |

The colonists will thus be able to get on, though under reat priva 
tions, providing they are not wanting In a fair stock of endurance and self-reliance 

In the Holy City, the mission houses are still full of Russian or Rommanian

ing new comers are entering. Two wecks ago about twenty young men and heads 
of families returned to their brethren, who received them, as it was their dnty 
in aspirit of forgiveness and fraternity.
